Claims 43, 45-52, 55-57 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed on 12 November 2004 with respect to claim 43, as amended, (see 
pages 7-9) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Accordingly, claims 43, 45- 
52, 55-57 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in 
combination with the other claim limitations, a method of forming a transistor device that 
includes the step of depositing a deuterated silicon oxynitride-containing material over a 
gate stack and over sidewall spacers, wherein the silicon oxynitride-containing material 
is deposited from at least one deuterated nitrogen compound and from one or more 
halogenated compounds that do not contain hydrogen isotopes.
